Twelve persons suspected of 
complicity in the kidnapping nine 
days ago have been taken Into 
custody.

EC angered by Israel’s 
reaction to statement

There is a welling-up of bad feel- 
ing between Israel and. the Euro- 
pean Community countries in the 
wake of the EC's Venice statement 
on the Middle Bant and the bitter 
response ft elicited from the Israel 
cabinet. 

EC diplomats here have express- 
ed dismay and anger at the tenor of 
the Israeli response, which r ef erred 
to the EC document as “a Munich- 
like surrender to -extortion." 

British ambassador John Robin- 
son. in an interview on. Kol Yisrael, 
termed the Israeli statement “stri- 
dent and emotional." Italian envoy 
Girolamo Nislo, meeting at his own 
urgent request yesterday with 
Foreign Ministry Director-General 
Yosef Clechanover, charged that 
the Israeli response had failed to 
address itself to any of the points of 
substance made in the European 
document. . 

The Europeans are dismayed at 
what they- feel to be Israel's refusal 
to see the essential balance and 
moderation in the EC. statement 
They stress that the statement did 
not recognise the FLO as the sole 
representative of the Palestinians 


(but ea one of the parties that will 
have to be brought Into the 
negotiations). The statement 
moreover, underscored the 
Europeans' support for resolutions 
242 and 338 as still valid bases for a 
negotiated settlement. 

The "clear implication," accor- 
ding to one veteran EC envoy, is 
that Europe will not continue to 
press for FLO participation If the 
PLO for Its part persists in the "li- 
quidate the Zionist entity" policy 
reiterated most recently last week 
by the Fatah convention in 
Damascus. 

British Ambassador Robinson’s 
radio remarks apparently raised 
eyebrows in government circles, 
Clechanover asked for a full text 
which, officials said, he would 
carefully study before deciding on 
bis response. 

Robinson said he had "found 
some of the reactions to what 
Europe has been doing.. .and to the 
(Venice statement itself somewhat 
strident and emotional."

Navy kills three terrorists 
planning attack at Achziv

Three terrorists, who had ap- 
parently Intended to open fire on 
bathers in the Achziv area, were 
killed and their boat destroyed by 
the Israel Navy at dawn yesterday. 

According to the army 
spokesman, the. three were killed 
after they refused to identify, 
themselves and opened fire from 
their speedboat on a navy Dabur 
gunshlp. 


One Israeli sailor was slightly in- 
jured when the terrorists fired a 
KPG anti-tank rocket at the Dabur. 

The incident occurred about 5 
a.m. when the speedboat — which 


the army believes left from the 
PLO naval training base at 
Rashadiya in Southern Lebanon — 
was picked up by shore-based radar 
some two kilometres off the Achziv 
coast. The three terrorists were 
killed within seconds after opening 
fire on the Dabur. 

According to the spokesman, the 
three terrorists were carrying 
Fatah identification cards, M-16 
rifles. M-203 grenade launchers and 
a revolver with a silencer. 

It is thought that they planned to 
attack early-morning bathers from 
the sea and then make It back to 
Lebanon. Tina theory is supported 
by the fact that they made no 
attempt to infiltrate into Israel. 


Egypt sounds alert on bolder with Libya 


CAIRO (Reuter). — The govern- 
ment is to ask parliament to impose 
a state of emergency along Egypt's 
border with Libya, it announced 
last night 

Information Minister Mansour 
Hassan told a press conference that 
the move was a response to 
statements by Libyan leader 
Muamm&r Gaddafi that Libyan 
armed forces should train their 
weapons on Egypt 

flassan said the statement by 
Gaddafi last week clearly indicated 


he was threatening Egypt's securi- 
ty. 


Civilian police have been in 
charge of Egypt's border posts with 
Libya since martial law was lifted 
here last month. Hassan said it was 
necessary that the army take h*?ir 
full control of the border area. 


The move to impose a state of 
emergency was to be referred to 
the People's Assembly either last 
night or today, and it should be in 
force by tomorrow, he added. 


Iraq kills 3 Iran soldiers at border 


BAGHDAD (UPT). — Iraq’s armed 
forces have killed three Iranian 
soldiers and wounded two others in 
clashes along the turbulent Iraqi- 
Iranian frontier, Iraq announced 
yesterday. 

A statement by the Foreign 
Ministry said, "The racist Iranian 
forces opened fire at (Iraqi) police 
barracks in the Basra district on 
Wednesday... the Iraqi forces at the 
barracks returned the fire and kill- 
ed three members of the Iranian 
regime and wounded two others." 

The statement said there were no 
casualties in the Iraqi ranks. 

The two neighbouring states have 


fought several heavy battles along 
their common border following ac- 
cusations between Baghdad and 
Teheran of interfering in the other's 
internal affairs. At least a dozen 
Iraqi and Iranian diplomats have 
been deported from both capitals. 

Meanwhile, seven army men ac- 
cused of setting up a "counter- 
revolutionary organization" at an 
Iranian army garrison in Kurdistan 
went on trial before a military 
revolutionary .court yesterday, a 
court spokesman said. ‘They were 
arrested In the Kurdish town of 
Piranshahr, close to the Iraqi 
border.

Defence Ministry adamantly opposed 

Sharon c’tee demands 
IS 1.5b. in defence cuts

The defence budget shodld be 
cut by 181.5b., according to a 
special intenninisterial com- 
mittee beaded by Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon. But the 
Defence Ministry remains 
adamantly opposed to all cuts. 

Set up yesterday and charged 
to report last night to Premier 
and acting Defence Minister 
Menahem Begin, the Sharon 
committee's findings have 
resulted In a recommended 
defence spending trim that is 
identical with that asked by the 
Treasury. 

Last night. Defence Ministry 
sources said that if the cuts were 
fully Implemented they would lead 
to changes in the IDF and the 
defence establishment as a whole. 

. Among projects reportedly singl- 
ed out for the Sharon committee's 


recommended cuts are the La vie 
strike aircraft, the IDF's new 
Negev redeployment line, man- 
power — including the country's 
small standing army — and 
military Industry orders. 

Earlier, Sharon had claimed that 
defence spending could be trimmed 
by IS2.5b. and that he was prepared 
to show how this could be done. 

Last night's announcement by the 
Sharon committee was preceded by 
a day of feverish meetings. 

Begin and Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvltz, who quarrelled 
bitterly on Sunday, met first to iron 
out differences in what Hurvltz saw 
as a delay in deciding on defence 
budget cuts. 

The two also met with the 
ministerial committee that had 
been dealing with the subject. Pre- 
sent were Deputy Premiers Yigael 
Yadin and Simha Ehrlich, Health 
Minister Ellezer Shostak, Sharon, 
Treasury Director-General 


Ta'acov Ne'eman, Defence 
Ministry Director-General Yosef 
Ma'ayan, the bead of the ministry's 
budget department Tvl Shur. and 
'the head of the Treasury's 
economic planning unit Ezra 
Sad&n. It was after a long meeting 
of this group that Begin charged 
Sharon with heading a new ad hoc 
committee. 


And in a related development, the 
Histadrut said hundreds of workers 
are In danger of losing their jobs as 
a result of the planned cuts In the 
defence budget. 


MK Yehuda Ben-Meir, an NRP 
representative on the Kneaset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, was reported last night as 
saying that he would vote against 
the Sharon committee recommen- 
dations. Ben-Meir said that if his 
party supported the proposed cuts 
he would consider resigning from 
its ranks. 


Begin, Sharon make up, but partially

Relations 'between Premier 
Menahem Begin and Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon seem to be on 
the mend. But Sharon, according to 
political observers, still cannot 
entertain any bopes of a post in the 
defence establishment. 

This is how the observers yester- 
day read the Sharon appointment 
as chairman of an ad hoc com- 
mittee on defence cuts. 


The Sharon appointment came 
only after Deputy Premier Yigael 
Yadin, a former chief of staff, had 
i turned down Begln's suggestion 
that Yadin head the committee. 
The Sharon appointment and the 
question of whether the agriculture 
minister is now back in Begin 's 
favour intrigued political circles 
yesterday, and the appointment 
created ferment among coalition 
parties. 


Sources in the Democratic Move- 
ment and the Liberal and National 
Religious Parties told the 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
appointment had been greeted with 
consternation and considerable dis- 
pleasure by their ministers on the 
committee to trim defence spen- 
ding, although It was not expected 
that the appointment would spark a 
full-scale cabinet crisis. 

When Begin suggested that Yadin 


head the committee, the deputy 
premier said he could not do so 
because he had resigned as chief of 
staff to protest against attempts by 
David Ben-Gurlon to dictate how 
defence budget cuts should be 
made. It would be embarrassing for 
him to accept the appointment, 
Yadin said. 

Sources close to Begin say that he 
did not look kindly on the Yadin 
refusal. He immediately turned to 
Sharon and asked If he would do the 
job, since he Is suitable and fully 
qualified. Sharon agreed on the 
spot. Begin's aides say he had to 
make the move to avoid ac- 
cusations of dragging his feet, 
which would otherwise have been 
expected, chiefly from Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvltz. 

Another point in Sharon's favour 
was his expressed belief that the 
defence budget can and should be 
trimmed. According to uncon- 
firmed reports, the appointment 
was very badly received by the 
astonished Yadin, and by his 
colleagues Yosef Burg and Simha 
Ehrlich. They are said to see In It an 
off-the-cuff decision by Begin, part- 
ly intended to get back at Yaain. 

• According to these same reports, 
one minister present at the meeting 
referred to the*Sharon appointment 
as “an outrage and a scandal." 
Some Democratic Movement 
sources said that the comment was 


made by Yadin. but this could not 
be corroborated. 


Yadin, Burg and Ehrlich had 
staunchly opposed any talk of 
Sharon getting the defence portfolio 
after the resignation of Ezer Welz- 
man as defence minister, and the 
DM and Liberals had threatened a 
coalition crisis if Sharon was ap- 
pointed. Some Herut sources 
yeateitiay said that the reaction to 
the appointment of Sharon as com- 
mittee head should be seen against 
this background of personal resent- 
ment.

Black Hebrews to get settlement 


| Forecast: Fine

The Black Hebrews of Dlmona, 
Arad and MLtzpe Ramon will be 
granted legal status and allowed to 
establish a communal settlement at 
Raznat Hovev, south of Beersheba, 
according to recommendation* of 
the Glass Committee released 
yesterday. 

The proposals, which took 23 
months to formulate ins tead of the 
two mouths originally specified by 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, were 
described as 'the lesser evil" by 
committee chairman MK David 
Glass, who outlined for reporters 
the various options that were open. 

Glass, who is chairman of the 
Knesset Law Committee, said that 
Minister Burg had “endorsed" the 
recommendations ««§ would bring 
the 100-page report to the cabinet on 
Sunday. 

If the government approves the 
recommendations, it will bring an 
end to the Black Hebrew controver- 
sy. which began with the arrival of 
five members of the cult In the 
summer of- 188ft and grew as 'the 
community expanded to its present 
size of about 1,900. 

Glass asserted that his com- 
mittee recommended a “moral, 
human and Jewish" solution to the 
problem, even though the Black 
Hebrews — led by former 
Chicagoan Ben-Ami Carter — have 
been openly hostile to the State of 
Israel.. The cult, who are not 
recognised in Israel as Jews, claim 
that they- are -the “true Hebrews" 
and the “original people of the 
Bible.*’ 

The National Religious Party MK 


Hebrews had agreed to end their 
anti-Israel propagandising in 1978, 
their second-in-command, “prince 
chancellor” Shaleak Ben- Yehuda, 
sent a savagely-worded letter to the 
then president of Uganda, Idl Amin. 
In the letter, he denounced “dally 
atrocities" against the Black 


Hebrews in Israel, as well as 
“resentment and reactionary acts" 
directed against them. 

Glass said "it would have been 
popular" for the four-man com- 
mittee to recommend the deporta- 
tion of the 1,500 illegal residents: 
"The police came out In favour of 
deportation." But because such a 
decision would have been “impossi- 
ble to implement" — and because 
the status quo could not continue — 
Glass said that granting them legal 
status was the only way out. 

Those Black Hebrews who have 
been In Israel far over 27 m o nth s 
will he granted “established tem- 
porary resident” status and per- 
mitted to remain here for two 
years. After that, they may apply 
for Israeli citizenship, to be award- 
ed five years later. Those residing 
here for less than 27 months would 
be given B2 visas and later B1 visas 
that would allow them to work In 
Israel. Five years later, they could 
receive cit i z e ns h ip. 

The recommendations assert, 
however, that permanent status 
could be withheld from Black 
Hebrews who “act against the 
Jewish People,” are a danger to the 
security of the state, have a 
■ criminal or mental health record, 
are likely to be a burden on public 
institutions, endanger public 
health, or who entered Israel to es- 
cape pajrlng debts. Each case will 
be studied individually. 

A condition for the agreement is 
that the Black Hebrews already liv- 
ing here could not be joined by any 
more from abroad (20,000 members 
of the cult are living in the UJ50>

Jackson raps Begin on settlements

WASHINGTON. — Senator Henry 
Jackson (Democrat, Washington), 
one of Israel’s staunchest friends in 
Congress, has called on Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin to aban- 
don Israel’s "Intransigent position" 
on settlements.

Bill would make every bribe a crime

Bribery in the private sector is 
declared a crime — aa It already is 
in the public sector — under an 
amendment to the Penal Law that 
passed its first reading In the 
Knesset yesterday without opposi- 
tion. 

Justice Minister Shmuel T&mir, 
who presented the bill, said that 
there was no reason why the law 


suffers, he said. 

The bill state* that in occupations 
where tipping is customary, giving 
or accepting a tip shall not be 
regarded as bribery. 

This aroused the ire of Moshe 
Amur (Allgnment-Mapam), who 
said that tipping reflected contempt 
for the worker and should not be 
recognized by any law of the state.

The “Ohel Moreh” tent city hous- 
ing protest In southern Jerusalem 
! went Into Its ninth day last night, 
1 and the squatters still had not 
. decided whether to fold up or stay 
and fight. Some squatters said that 
'If a resolution of their grievances Is 
not found by today, it will take a 
lengthy legal process to get them 
off the land. 

A Lands Administration official 
reportedly' confirmed that It the 
tent city Is not evacuated today, it 
will Indeed take a court order to 
have it removed. Such an order 
usually requires several weeks 
before It Is Issued. 

Meanwhile, MK Samuel Flatto 
'Sharon and Geneva-based 
millionaire Nessim Gaon have 
reportedly agreed to attempt to 
raise some $ 600 m. to build low-coat 

rental -with-opti on -to-buy flats on 

state land. But no details have yet 
been revealed about the reported 
agreement. 

Also unknown was whether a 
meeting last night of protest 
leaders. Housing Ministry officials 
and officials from Prazot,_the 
municipal housing company, would 
find solutions for the neediest of the 
38 squatter families. 

At the settlement site yesterday, 
squatters sat outside their orange 
and green tents for the ninth day 
and discussed the situation, not 


knowing whether £hey would be 
packing up or staying. 

“None of us wants violence, none 
of us will fight police," said one 
squatter. "But we wont leave here 
until we see some progress at 
Prazot." 

The squatter said he would offer 
only token and passive resistance if 
arrested. “I'll hold my baby In my 
hands and we'll sing as we're taken 
out — unless the police start 
something." 

Others said they would leave 
without waiting for police. But 
again, the emphasis was on seeing 
some progress. 

“It's 99.9 per cent sure we'll leave 
peacefully," said Ya’acov Yona, a 
former ranking member of Ohel, 
the self-help organization that 
planned the tent city. But Yona in- 
dicated he was pessimistic about 
the Gaon plan. 

Gaon has also apparently promis- 
ed the squatters — who have 
repeatedly said they weren't In- 
terested In personal solutions but 
only In an overall housing policy — 
that he would propose at the up- 
coming meeting of the Jewish 
Agency Assembly a plan for 
massive rental housing for young 
couples. 

“That's something,” said Yona. 

Squatters yesterday voiced bitter 
complaints about lack of support 
from other young couples 
throughout the country.

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Afghan troops crush 
offensive by rebels 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Afghan 
government forces backed by 
Soviet troops appear to have crush- 
ed minor guerrilla activity In the 
mountains northwest of Kabul, a 
French journalist wbo visited the 
area said yesterday. 

. Jacques Buob of the magazine 
**L' Express” said Soviet troops 
tried to flush out insurgents from 
the Paghman mountain range and 
this led to clashes over the past two 
weeks. But Buob said on arrival In 
New Delhi that the clashes were 
minor and there had been no real 
fighting. 

The journalist said he vlsitecKthe 
town of Paghman last week and 
that he saw no evidence that a bat- 
tle had been waged. 

Another European traveller said 
he was in Paghman last weekend 
and that he had heard nothing about 
a major rebel offensive. Western 
reports of a fierce battle appeared 
baseless, he said. 

Conflicting reports have emerged 


of fighting in the Paghman moun- 
tains and of guerrillas encroaching 
to within 12 km. of the Afghan 
capital. 

Indian press reports spoke of 
Soviet aircraft and artillery cutting 
a wide swathe of devastation 
through the mountains. . 

Soviet troops also deployed a ring 
of steel around Kabul but diplomats 
dismissed as fantasy suggestions 
that the rebels were preparing to 
attack the city. ■

Technical delay in return of Kampucheans 


KHAO I DANG, Thailand <AP). —

Massacre of Indian village 
said ‘worse than My Lai’ 


NEW DELHI (UPI). — Tribesmen 
trying to eliminate Bengali settlers 
killed hundreds of villagers in a 
massacre described by an army of- 
ficer as worse than My Lai in Viet- 
nam, reports said yesterday. 

The village of Mandal In Tripura 
state, northeast India, was at- 
tacked on June 6 and 7 by tribesmen 
attempting to rid the state of 
Bengali settlers, Indian news 
reports said. 

State officials said 212 people 
were killed. Police estimated 350 
persons were killed and unsourced 
Indian news reports said as many 
as 2.500 were killed. 

Army Maj. R. Pajamani said to 
reporters: "I wonder whether My 
Lai in 1968 was half as gruesome as 
here.” 

Hundreds of villagers at My Lai 
In South Vietnam were killed by 


American forces in 1968. Lt. 
William Calley was convicted on 22 
counts of murder in the case and 
sentenced to life in prison, later 
reduced to 20'years. ■ 

About 1.000 armed Tripura 
tribesmen descended on Mandal an 
•June 6 and launched a spree of 
killings and arson for two days, the 
Indian news reports said. 

- "The tribal* subjected women 
and children to the worst of tor- 
ture.” the United News of India 
reported. 

Tripura's Marxist Chief Minister 
N ripen Chakra varty and four In- 
dian lawmakers visited the charred 
ruins of Mandal on Sunday and 
"saw for themselves the mass 
graves of the victims of the car- 
nage,” journalists accompanying 
the group said.

Batons, bullets fly as 
policeman dies in SA 

shooting right into the kWa,” said 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI). — Police 
angered by a black demonstrator 
killing a constable smothered the 
son-white commemoration of 1976 
riots with tear gas, baton charges' 
and bullets yesterday. 

. On the outskirts of Johannesburg, 
police plied out of their car and 
fired into a group of black youths 
stoning the vehicle.. One fell 
bleedlng-profusely from a wound In 
his buttocks and the others fled. 
Four other people were injured in 
police baton charges In Soweto 
when they gathered outside a 
church to mark the disturbances in 
the black city near here. 

Police also fired tear gas to dis- 
perse youths in Durban and Cape 
Town, but a call for a nationwide 
job boycott appeared to only have 
limited effect. 

In Soweto, police armed with 
automatic rifles were using tear 
gas at the first sign that a group 
might be gathering. 

Witnesses said that the policemen 
who shot the one youth fired into the 
crowd of stonethrowing teenagers 
without any warning shots. "They 
just got out of their van and started 


one. . 

The aggressive police actions 
came In the wake of a 20-year-old 
white constable being stabbed to 
death during a police baton charge 
against about 200 demonstrators 
outside Cape Town before dawn. 

Police later banned foreign cor- 
respondents from non-white areas. 
Police Commissioner General Mike 
Geldenhuya said the action waa 
taken because the foreign cor- 
respondents were inciting the grow- 
ing disturbances. 

He said such actions could lead to 
unnecessary bloodshed and that 
only "a select group of local 
pressmen under police escort' 
would be allowed Into troubled 
'areas. 

Before the foreign cor- 
respondents were ejected, the 
situation In the sprawling non-white 
townships bordering Johannesburg 
and Cape Town appeared to be 
growing more tense. Small groups 
of stone-throwing youths were 
reported to be roving the streets. 
But the unrest was still said to be 
far from being of riot proportions. 


New crack in Last Supper 7 


MILAN, Italy (AP) . — A two-metre 
crack opened on the border of 
Leonardo da Vlnd’s famous fresco 
“The Last Supper” but does not 
pose serious problems for the work, 
art officials said yesterday. 

"There's no immediate danger to 
the figures In the painting or the 
wall as a whole where it’s painted,” 
said Carlo Bertelli. superintendent 
of fine arts for the city of Milan. 

The fissure, 1.5 centimetres wide, 
is on the far right side of the fresco 
about three or four centimetres 
from the figure of the apostle John. 

The crack is only the latest of 
many problems that have plagued 


the work of art since it was painted 
in 1496 In. the refectory of the Santa 
Maria Delie Grazie church. It 
already has several smaller cracks 
and art experts discovered several 
years ago that a kind of mould waa 
eating away at its colours. 

The new fissure was probably 
caused by vibrations from, heavy 
downtown traffic in the area where 
the church la located or by a sinking 
of the ground underneath, Bertelli 
said. 

Art officials first noticed the new 
crack when one of 12 glass panels 
covering the painting broke over 
the weekend. 


Opposition to inf I meet of athletes 


LONDON (Reuter). — Plans to 
stage an International athletics 
meeting in Philadelphia on July 22 
and 23 contravene a ruling of the 
International Amateur Athletics 
Federation (IAAF), the 
federation's general secretary John 
Holt stressed here yesterday. 

In a statement. Holt said the U.S. 
Athletics Congress had issued in- 
vitations to many countries to send 
athletes to the Philadelphia 
meeting, despite the IAAF council's 
unanimous decision to forbid inter- 
national competition during the 


period of the Moscow Olympic 
Games, July 19 to August 3. 

"IAAF President Adriaen Paulen 
has today again warned the U.S.A. 
member that staging auch a 
meeting is directly contrary to the 
council ruling, as would be the par- 
ticipation of athletes from IAAF 
member federations in that 
meeting,” the statement continued. 

Holt added that the proposed 
meeting in Berkeley, California, on 
July 17 and 18 was acceptable to the 
IAAF council, as it would take 
place before the opening ceremony 
of the Olympic Games.

J a short time ago assistant chef. Her new 
,osition means that for the moment, she 
prepares some 40 meals tor every sitting 
rith no regular help. 


The kitchen, which we found spotless, is a 
slightly larger' version of that found in most 
homes. As for budget watching, the hospital 
has been doing that long before the recent 
spiral of inflation. 

On the day we visited the establishment, 
Taffa was making a dinner of stuffed 
eggplant with noodles and peas. A fresh 
vegetable soup started the meal, and the 
dessert was cold watermelon. 

Breakfast and supper would consist of 
eggs, low-fat cheese, fresh vegetables, leben 
and a variety of salads.

Rinsing it well, she 
then made “sandwiches” by pressing two 
slices together with a meat filling inside. 

The filling was seasoned with salt, black 
pepper, turmeric, onion, garlic and the 
kitchen's “secret ingredient,” chicken soup 
powder. (In fact, soup powder is probably 
the country's most widespread flavouring 


agent used, especially among poorer 
families. In the open markets it is often sold 
in bulk, with housewives buying large quan- 
tities at a time.) 

In a procedure typical of the Moroccan 
kitchen, Taffa then dipped the eggplant 
sandwiches in beaten egg and fried them, 
subsequently draining them to allow the ex- 
cess oil to run off. -Finally, she stewed the 
stuffed vegetable for a few hours in a tomato 
sauce, made from tinned tomato paste, a lit- 
tle oil and fried garlic. 

She admitted the dish was less highly spic- 
- - ed than she anight make at home; -where hot 
is: pepper might.^^tbigre^ant^ Antosha? 
painted out thaf at’Ieas t some -of the'patients 
might object to such seasoning. 

As for the soup, it consisted of boiled 
zucchini and pumpkin squash, carrots, 
celery and onions, which were then purged 
and flavoured with the ubiquitous soup 
powder. The peas, a tinned variety not noted 
for their tenderness, were simmered for a 
few hours in tomato sauce. 


Meanwhile, with the day's main meal 
quietly simmering away on the stove, Taffa 
began working on the following day’s menu. 
Defrosted frozen chickens were scrupulously 
cleaned. Later they would be boiled in tbe 
soup and then roasted, with the addition of a 
generous amount of spices. A pot full of beets 
would be cooked, with the liquid providing 
borsht, a bit of a departure from the Sephar- 
di menu, and the vegetables making up a 
beet salad, with vinegar, sugar, parsley and 
pepper. 

Taffa also showed us her latest batch of 
• “Yehoram G-aon biscuits." a teatime treat' v 
afhlciRthe, popular *stn£er always^. requests,. , „ 
when he visits the hospital, which is -a-^ 
favourite charity of his. The cookies are 
made from a simple yeast dough, sprinkled 
with sugar and sesame seeds. 

According to the traditional hospital 
recipe, the dough is made with a kilo of flour* 

60 grams of yeast, two eggs, and a teaspoon 
of salt, mixed with about a cup of water. 
After the dough has risen, it is rolled out very 


thinly and spread with beaten egg and then 
sprinkled with sesame seeds and sugar. The 
biscuits are baked in a medium oven for 
about a half hour, or until they are brown. 

Meanwhile, it was time to serve the food 
and a number of hospital employees were 
called injo service to carry the heavy pots up 
an outdoor staircase to the serving kitchen 
where they are kept hot. The procedure, a 
simple one in the summer, is rather more 
complicated in cold or wet weather. 

From there, the food is dished out for the 
bedridden parents and served in a small din- 
ing room for those who are up.and about. The 
^^ospherfelj^a^heerfnrojie despite the fact 
that it is a hospital. On the day we visited, at 
least, there was more than one request for 
seconds. 

Naturally, we tried the food as well. After 
we finished one of the women helpers fixed 
her eye on us and asked, “Well, how do you 
like Sephardic food?”

In addition to all Its health-giving 
properties, yogurt has something 
else going for it: it's cheap. One 
container of yogurt, which with ad- 
ditions of fruit or vegetables should 
be an average serving, is under 150 
calories and about 1.5 shekels. And 
you can use it in so many ways. 

I love yogurt as is, with fresh and 
dried fruit, granola, bran or 
wheatgenn — for breakfast, lunch, 
dinner or snack. It makes a great 
base for cucumber soup, cucumber 
salad, and blender drinks. Yogurt is 
also a good substitute for sour 
cream (and/or mayonnaise) in 
dressings and dips, and on baked 
potatoes. You can even use it in 
sauces — especially for curry-type 
dishes. Just add it in the end, and 
cook over low beat till heated 
through (don’t boil or it will' curdle). 
I like it at room temperature along 
with curried grain and vegetable 
-dishes, and also in baking in place

of sour or buttermilk. To substitute 
yogurt in a baking recipe ca lling for 
milk, add a little baking soda (about 
ft teaspoon). A chemist once ex- 
plained “why’* to me, but for the 
life of me I can't remember. 

Yogurt can also be frozen, and 
makes a much more nutritious, 
much less fattening alternative to 
ice cream. I generally mix It with 
chopped fresh fruit, honey to taste, 
a bit of vanilla and an egg yolk (to 
improve the consistency), and 
freeze it in popsicle trays. 

When you’ve emptied your yogurt 
containers stick your fingers in 
(when nobody's looking) and rub 
the “remnants” into your face. 
Leave on for a few minutes and 


then rinse off. You’ll notice how 
yogurt has a special way of cleans- 
ing and softening tbe skin. 

A word to the wise: stay away 
from yogurt that contains facsimile 
fruit, sugar, emulsifiers, colours 
and flavourings. They may not be 
fattening, but they aren't so healthy 
either. The white sugar content 
may be good for your dentist, but 
not for you. And since new data Is 
surfacing all the time about 
previously permissible food ex- 
tracts and dyes, you’ll be doing 
yourself a favour if you stick to 
what's natural. 

If you'd like to try and make your 
own yogurt, here’s a simple method 
my sister developed when she lived 
in Zambia where yogurt was often 


unavailable. She kept a small 
amount as a "starter” and made 
her own. 

Heat one large bag of milk — I like to 
use skim — in a heavy pot with a 
cover, just to the beginning of a 
boil. There should be little bubbles 
around the sides of the pot Remove 
from heat and let sit till you can 
stick your finger in comfortably (it 
should be neither too hot nor too 
cold). Stir In 2 tablespoons yogurt 
— I like to use tbe creamy brand. 
Cover, wrap in a towel, and put in a 
warm place or closet for eight 
hours or overnight. Use only plain 
fresh yogurt for the starter, and use 
clean jars and utensils. When the 
yogurt thickens, refrigerate im- 
mediately. 

Now that you’re knowledgeable, 
do you have a yen for yogurt? Here 
are some unusual ways to use it.

were called in. Their verdict:

vitamin and mineral deficien- 
cies caused by eating the white 
. bread that the tourists had been 
feeding them. 

.Farfetched? Maybe. I tell this 
fable to emphasize the Importance 
of, good nutrition, not only for fish, 
but for people. Also, It emphasizes 
that refined foods such as white 
bread should not be part of a 
nutritious diet. 

Seasons for a Good Diet 
The basic principles of good 
nutrition are simple: Eat primarily 
foods that are unprocessed and un- 
refined and do not have additives 
such as artificial colours or preser- 
vatives. Also, try to eat as much 
raw or lightly cooked food as you 
can. 

Why are unprocessed unrefined 
foods preferable? There are two 
main reasons. The first reason 
comes from observing the health of 
populations that have gone from 
“primitive" to "civilized" con- 
ditions. The second Is biochemical. 

Although there have been many 
studies of primitive societies whose 
health has deteriorated when they 
began to eat "civilized" (l.e., refin- 
ed/ and processed) food, one good 
example comes from the research 
done by Prof. A. M. Cohen at 
Hkdassah Hospital/Medical School. 
Over the past 80 years, he b<m 
studied Yemenite Jews who came 1 
to Israel. In Yemen, they ate un- 
refined and unprocessed foods and 
there was an almost complete lack 
sugar in the diet After coming to 
IaqiLel, they began to eat a typically 
Israeli diet. The major change was 
a dramatic Increase in sugar (from* 
lft teaspoons to 15 teaspoons a day) 
and liquid oils. In Yemen, diabetes 
and heart disease had been very 
rart. But the longer the Yemenites 
lived In Israel, the greater their 
rate of these diseases. And the only 
change that Prof. Cohen could see 
to account for this was in their diet 
The biochemical reasons 1 for 
eating unprocessed and unrefined 
foods are that, these foods have not 
lost their natural amounts of 
vitamins, minerals and other trace 
mftfirtances. They also have their 
natural balances of proteins, fats 
and complex carbohydrates 
(starches and fibre rather than 
sugar) so that the body can ef- 
ficiently use them. Fruits have sim- 
ple carbohydrates (fruit sugar) but 
these ‘seem fine for most people It 
both the pulp and the juice (the i 
whole fruit) is eaten. Apparently, i 
the fibre In the pulp regulates the 
absorbtion of the sugar and the < 
body can handle It better. Also, you < 
can drink the juice of a lot more j 
fruit than you would eat of the i 
whole fruit, thus getting a lot more ] 
sugar from the juice. .1 


> Vitamins, minerals and other 
i trace substances are generally 
, removed during the refining and 
( • processing. Refining of foods usual- 
ly means that the fibre Is also 

■ removed, as In juices without the 
pulp, polished rice (white rice) and 

1 white flour (the fibre is in the ; 

■ bran). The fats that remain in 
i processed foods may have been 

changed into a form that la foreign 
to the body. Also, many processed 
foods have a lot of sugar in them, a 

substance that many people have a 

■difficult time handling. 

Processed foods usually have ad- 
ditives In them. These are 
chemicals that are added to give 
the food colour, flavour, or texture, 
or help preserve it. The trouble Is 
that many of these chemicals, es- 
pecially the artifidal.-colours (coal 
tar dyes) and some preservatives, 
have been found to cause cancer In 
laboratory animals. 

Most of these substances are not 
naturally found in food and the 
human body probably has not 
evolved ways of handling them 
safely. So why take a chance by 
eating them? They can do you no 
good and may do you some harm. 
Fruits and Vete tables 
In Israel, there is usually a large 
selection of fruits and vegetables 
available at a resonable price, es- 
pecially If you buy In season and in 
a ahuk. Fruits, vegetables, seeds 
and nuts are an Important part of a 
good diet. Eat as many of these as 
you can, raw or lightly cooked, ex- 
cept for such foods as potatoes, 
brown rice and beans which must 
be cooked. Eat a lot of salads and' 
for snacks try raisins, dates, figs, 

. apples, carrot sticks, cucumber, 
sunflower seeds, and nuts for 
cookies, candy, cake, ice cream. 
Drink unsweetened natural Juices, 
preferably with the pulp, Instead of 
sweetened juice drinks or flavoured 
soda which are full of sugar and ad- 
jlltives. 

Bread and Whole Grains' 

Bread In Israel is a problem. The 
Government subsidises bread 
made from white flour but not that 
made from whole grains. The whole 
grain breads, which have an ex- 
cellent flavour, cost between three 
.and five times more than the white 
■breads. Yet the so-called standard 
white and dark breads, the halla, 
rolls and pita, all made from refin- 
ed white flour, don’t have much 
nutritive value. The choice Is either 
to bake whole grain breads yourself 
or spend the extra money to buy 
them. 

One of the most Important 
vitamins taken out of flour when it’s 
refined Is vitamin B6. Almost every 
animal species that Is put on a diet 
deficient in vitamin B8 develops 
some form of heart disease. 

Even when white flour Is enrich- 
ed (as it Is In the U.S. and many 
other countries) vitamin Bfl Is not 
replaced. Another vitamin remov- 
ed from refined flour Is vitamin E. 
Recently, Prof. David Gershon of 
the Technlon has found, In some

very preliminary results, that 
vitamin E seems to be important in 
retarding the aging process. 

Meat, eggs, fish and fowl 
Meat, eggs, fish and fowl are 
good foods, wiairing up an impor- 
tant part of most diets - and supply- 
ing high quality protein and many 
vitamins and minerals. When eaten 
with vegetables and whole grains, 
they increase the efficiency of the 
latter. Beef is rather expensive, but 
dark frozen turkey meat Is quite 
cheap and can be substituted for 
beef In many recipes — especially 
stews and casseroles. Avoid 
processed meats such as salami, 
bologna and frankfurters for they 
are full of fat and additives. 

Dairy products 

Mfik and other dairy products are 
good foods containing high quality 
protein and many other required 
nutrients. There is a wide choice in 
cheese, and the lebens (gU and 


eahel) and yogurts are delicious. 
However, avoid the many flavoured 
yogurt-type deserts, which may 
contain sugar, thickeners, 
stabilisers, artificial colours and 
artificial flavours. If you want to 
use a sweetener, try honey or fresh 
fruit. Chocolate milk is full of 
sugar, and many people are sen- 
sitive to the chemicals In cocoa. 
Carob powder, made from the dried 
pod of the carob tree. Is available In 
health food stores and Is a 
reasonable substitute for cocoa. It" 
also costs considerably less than 
cocoa powder. 

Foods to avoid 

The foods that have been left out 
of the above discussion are sugar, 
cake, candy, cookies, most 
crackers (although whole wheat 
crackers are good), snack foods, 
processed meats, ice cream, 
flavoured desserts, flavoured soda, 
chocolate spread, sweet flavoured 


drinks such as squash and 
chocolate milk, sweetened juice 
drinks, etc. All these Items have a 
lot of sugar, fat, and/or additives, 
and not much hi the way of required 
nutrients. Besides, they are expen- 
sive. For example, ordinary 
crackers cost almost three times 
more than whole wheat bread. And 
bittersweet chocolate costs more 
than three times the price of dates. 
Especially nourishing foods 
There are some foods that have 
an unusually generous supply of 
nutrients. These foods are especial- 
ly good to eat as they can compen- 
sate somewhat for eating refined 
foods. Liver, wheat germ and 
brewer’s yeast are the most com- 
mon examples. Wheat germ la 
removed from wheat during the 
refining process. But It Is the heart 
of the wheat grain and contains 
most of the protein, essential fats, 
vitamins and minerals that are in 


wheat, leaving little food value onto 
It’s removed. Fortunately, wheat 
germ Is usually available In super- 
markets or health foods stores. 
Brewer's yeast, a relative of 
baker’s yeast. Is specially grown 
for eating and comes dried as a 
powder or flakes. It too is available 
In health food stores. 

Wheat germ and brewer’s yeast 
-'can be added to baked goods and 
casseroles to increase their 
nutritional value. Brewer's yeast 
. has a rather strong flavour and you 
should experiment with small 
amounts at first. Wheat germ has a 
good nutty flavour and can essay be 
added to flour in the amounts of one 
or two tablespoons per cup of flour 
without much change in the baking 
' properties of the flour. It can also 
be added to cereals, and it makes a 
very good crunchy topping when 
added to cheese and baked In the 
oven. ' 

Supplements for everybody? 

Should everyone take vitamin 
and mineral supplements? If you 
eat a good diet Ugh In required 
nutrients, and don’t have any 
special requirements or nutrient 
absorption problems, then probably 
supplements are not needed. 
However, it’s difficult to eat a real- 
ly good diet these days — most 
foods are refined and processed and 
we have learned to like them. Also, 
modern life with aU its chemical 
pollution may put added stress on 
our bodies. And, as we grow older, 
many people have trouble absor- 
bing certain nutrients, especially 
minerals. Vitamin C is especially 
hard to get in large enough doses in- 
food to provide for optimum health 
and a gram or two per day would 
certainly go a long way toward im- 
proving health. So for many people, 
supplements are probably a good 
Idea. 

Special diets 

What about special diets such 
that those that emphasize low fat, 
low cholesterol, polyunsaturated 
fats, high fibre, low salt, or 
vegetarianism? Recent research 
has shown that for most normal 
healthy people, blood cholesterol 
can be changed by only a rather, 
modest amount by changing the 
amount of dietary fat and 
cholesterol. Interestingly, some 
people, when they add eggs, which 
are very Ugh in cholesterol, to a 
normal diet find that their blood 
cholesterol goes down. Other people 
are very sensitive to dietaxy fats 
and cholesterol and should reduce 
their intake drastically. So each o t 
us Is different and it makes sense to 
first find out how you handle fats 
and cholesterol before making any 
drastic changes in a good diet. 

Polyunsaturated' fats' are 
definitely needed by the body In 
small amounts. These can be 
supplied by whole grains nuts 
and seeds. Safflower or other 
vegetable oils used in salad 
dressings will supply large 
amounts of these essential fats. 
However, I would not eat excessive

"Budget!" she answered, in a 
vehement way. "We’ve taken to 
eating our rabbit's lettuce retrieved 
from under the tables at the shuk!" 

Although that was the most 
creative answer to the question of 
economy, everyone queried has 
made some adjustments to their 
shopping and cooking habits In 
response to the continuous price 
rises. Home menus show a shift 
-from expensive red meat and 
shnitzel to an Increased use of 
grains as a protein substitute. 

Queues are noticeable in the 
market around the cheapest 
vegetable tables. 

As the average Israeli family Is 
spending over 50 per cent of the 
"netto" (take home) income on 
food, any reduction in grocery ex- 
penses can make a significant 
savings. 

The advent of consumerism and 
the Impact of consumer power Is 
only at the subconscious level In 
Israeli society. When Informed of 
forthcoming price rises, over- 
buying and hoarding Is the typical 
behaviour. A realistic alternative 
might be to use the method of 
boycotting successfully employed 
In the late 1970's In the U.S. against 
the dramatic rise in coffee and 
sugar prices. The consumers* 
almost total abstention from 
purchasing these products forced 
the suppliers to drop hack to 
reasonable price levels. In effect, 
pricing based on supply and de- 
mand. 

In addition, quality and packag- 
ing standards In the canned and 
packaged goods industry here is 
very uneven.. Consumers must 
begin to read labels and know what 
they're actually buying for their 
families. They must demand that 
prices for all items be clearly dis- 
played so they can more easily 
evaluate quality vs. price, i.e. 
percentage of various ingredients, 
ease of use and reuse of container 
(plastic bleach bottles with one- 
time lids, cans of ofl with no means 
of opening or closing, etc.) In other 
words, value received for money 
paid. 

It la within the realm of possibili- 
ty for the homemaker to reduce the 
food budget without decreasing the 
quality of the family's nutrition. 
One of the secrets of economizing 
that anyone can utilize is making 
use of substitutions and creating 
meals from leftovers. Here are 
some of my favourite shekel 
stretchers: 

Bread and Cereal Crumbs I 

To make fine crumbs from dried 
bread, toast lightly and allow to dry i 
at room temperature until all ‘ 
moisture is gone. Cover the bread 1 
or crisp cereals with a dishtowel, 1 
then roll with a rolling pin or hit 
lightly with a hammer (& blender i 
can also be used). Store in well- l 
sealed jars. They’ll keep their 1 
flavour for several months, es- 1 
pecially if refrigerated. 1 

If you’re running low on flour, i 
substitute very fine bread crumbs * 
for all or part of the flour in cookies 
— they'll taste a bit like macaroons. * 
Add ft teaspoon of almond extract. 1 
and they will taste like macaroons, a 
Cucumbers a 

Try cooking cucumbers as you t 
would eggplant. You can stuff and 
bake them, boll them and serve i 
with a sauce, or cream and then t 
broil them.

cooking: peel, slice down the mid- 
dle and remove the seeds. Salt them 
and let stand for an hour to draw 
out the excess water. Wipe off the 
salt with a towel and they are 
ready. 

Egg Yolks and Egg Whites 
Lenover egg yolks or egg whites 
unused in a recipe can be hard boil- 
ed by bringing water to a boil, tur- 
ning off the flame and ■ dropping in 
the yolk or white carefully. Heat the 
water again slowly, and simmer for 
eight minutes. Finely chop or push 
them through a strainer for a 
protein-filled salad garnish. 
Freezing 

If you freeze bakers yeast, it win 
last Indefinitely^ ■ 

Fruits 

Don't wash fruits' for storing. Put 
them dry In the re fr i ge rator and 
they’ll keep longer. Wash them Just 
before eating or using. 

Grapefruit and Lemons 
You can use the Juices in place of 
vinegar In many oil and vinegar 
dressings. 

Herbs and Spices ' 

Keep bottled paprika, curry and 
chill powder in the refrigerator. 
Their colour and flavour will last 
longer. 

Leftovers 

With a little Imagination, great 
dishes can be created. Finely cut- 
up leftovers make great fillings for 
blintzes and omelets; mixed with 
batter they can become fritters. 
Leftover, soups. in any quantity can 
usually be used as a base for other 
soups. 

Leftover meats or chicken 
shouldn’t be cooked twice because 
they become tough and dry out.

1 was 
taught to buy there by Yitzhak from 
Kibbutz Bet Oren. I did my shop- 
ping on the 2.6.80, so prices have of 
course changed since then, but this 
list should give you an idea of the 
difference in price between a 
wholesale outlet and the local shop. 

I bought sugar in the 50 kilo sack 
at IL35 a kilo when it was IL47 at 
the Supersol. It is in a sack, and you 
must remember apace (I bake 
daily). Flour was IL16.20 per kilo 
and rice was IL35 here. 

I buy cornflour, toothpaste, oil, 
large tins of pineapple, cucumbers, 
apricots and tuna. Because of the 
price difference I can allow us 
chocolate and maple syrup. 
Cornflakes p.nd shalva in . large 
quantities; ar£ f 30 per cent cheaper, 
than in regular shopg.,. Cocoa is 
IL183 per kilo and cooking 
chocolate is IL245 for eight kilos, 
which enables me to bake often. 

I buy bulk instant pudding, sham- 
poo, floor cloths, raisins, washing 
powder. They also have a meat 
department in which one can buy 
meat in a carton box. I was rather 
wary of it as I expected 19 kilos of 
brisket and one of steak, but I was 
pleasantly surprised as I got nine 
different parts of a cow and very 
nice they were too.

Frying can be done in hot oil by 
dipping pieces or whole fish in milk, 
then in flour, or batter. Cornmeal 
mixed with flour is good for 
schnitzel, first dipped in egg and 
lemon. •

I buy poultry there in 20s. The 
liver was good though the iamb was 1 
poor value. (Gratzlela who Is in 
charge of this department is very 
helpful.) 

It Is very Important when shop- 
ping there to have plenty of time 
and a reserve of humour. It takes 
time to make up your order and get 
it ready. I was happy to find that 
the harassed clerks offered 
valuable advice and really 
appeared to care for their 
customers’ welfare. 

Down the road from Mashbir 
HaMerkazi I buy at Biahko and Son 
who sell me my horse fodder. It is 
from this patient man that I learned 
to buy rice in a sack. On the 9th of 
this month , I,, bought 50 kilos o£. 
broken 'rice- shewrat . IL2££er iriIo£- 
soya at EL35 per kilo and Quaker 
oats at IL20 per kilo. The humous 
was split for faster cooking and cost 
IL20 per kilo. I buy 20 to 50 kilo 
bags, but one can also buy much 
less. 

From there I drive on to Dr. 
Vigart’s to buy my chlorine and 
cleaning materials. Then on to Dr. 
Meron’s to buy pesticides. (The 
prices at these factories compare 
favourably with the market 
prices.) 

Vegetables, I often buy at the 


is the most delicious way and fresh 
fish should he prepared thus. Sole, 
bouri. carp, mousht are best. Be 
sure you have the fishmonger clean 
your mousht when you buy them. It 
is terrible to clean this fish but well 
worth the price. 

Remember that, any fish over- 
cooked smells “fishy." Gefulte fish 
is a classic example. By any 
method, fish is “done" when it is 
easily separated with a fork from 
the bone. 

Oriental fish is first fried and 
then cooked with vegetables or rice 
in the oven- or on top of the stove on 
a small flame. 

An excellent sauce for fish is 
melted margarine with lemon or 
wine vinegar or white wine. 
Parsley, mushrooms or tried 
snobar or almonds are elegant. The 
Hilton hotel serves fish Florentine 
style: 1 cup chopped cooked 
spinach blended with 2 tbs. sour 
cream and the yolk of an egg an top 
of cooked fish. 

Fish Soup: Fry a clove of garlic 
in a little ofi, add the trimmings and 
head of the fish, soup greens, 
carrots, onions, 4 cups of water, 
salt, pepper. Cook until carrots are 
soft. Strain. Add cubes of potatoes 
a cup of white or tomaio sauce with 
an egg yolk or two tabs, sour cream 
and simmer until potatoes are soft. 
Season with parsley, dm or thyme. 
A thick stew can be made Into a one 
pot meal by adding a cup of fish 
cubes to the soup and cooking until 
white. 


hyposhuk where I find them fresh. I 
seldom get to the shuk in town on 
Friday lunchtime when it is really 
worth It. Buying at the Tnuva shuk 
at wholesale quantities is best if one 
can organize in large groups. 

My serious meat shopping is done 
at Hod-Heffer where the queue is 
terrible but the meat is really good 
and cheap. I also buy at the 
Binyamina factory. Yael the 
“economlt" at Eln Carmel does the 
kibbutz shopping at the HaMashbir 
Hamerkazl and at Granot- 

As we are all cutting costs and 
saving. Yael 'gave me some ideas 
from her budget: first she has two 
vegetarian * days in which she 
makes rice pies and cauliflower In 
tomato sauce as well as cheese 
burekers. Yael also has a great 
soya goulash which she makes 
usually with onions, potatoes, 
tomatoes, garlic, soya sauce, 
peppers and spices. She claims that 
boiled egg. soft or hard, is less 
wasteful than scrambled eggs. She 
is right. How many boiled eggs-can 
one eat? 

I use soya beans very often, mix- 
ing with rice and most of my bean 
type food 1 b based on them. 

I grind soya in a meat mincer 
making hamburgers, meat balls 
and spaghetti sauce and “meat" 
loaf with a great deal of onions and 
tomato paste. I use a lot of lentils, 
split peas and beans in casseroleB. I 
also use a lot of cornmeal, which I 
bake with onions, making scones 
and light souffle type puddings with 
it. I sprout soya rouug peas, beans 
and any seed or ' pod that will 
sprout, using them in salads and 
rice dishes. 

Milk, I buy at the nearest kibbutz, 
where I still pay IL12 per litre — 
and I get full milk. Most kibbutzim 
and moshavlm are willing to come 
to an arrangement with a ' two- 
weekly shopper. I shop with a 20 
litre container, and boQ and freeze 
the milk. 

I resent buying eggs at their 
price. But I do use great quantites 
of them, so we keep 15 hens. In a 
confined space (a layer costs from 
IL180 to IL150) and can lay up to a 
year, at which point she makes a 
lovely chicken soup. Mine are fed 
left-overs, rice, soya bread, 
vegetables. 

When I first thought of how one 
feeds teenagers with bottomless 
stomachs, I tried to remember my 
school dinners, but all I could 
remember was the stodginess and 
“toad in the hole." So I have come 
down heavily on chicken wings in 
tomato sauce with onions over lots 
of rice, chicken neck goulash with 
noodles,* a Chinese-type meat made 
out of the lower turkey, cut up fine- 
ly with vegetables and done in an 
Arab wok with soya sauce. 

I have two vegetarians at home 
and there must always be plenty of 
sauce for the potatoes, rice or

Milk Cream 

(A must for a family with lanky 
teenage sons who wont something 
sweet on bread) 

Put eight litres of milk in a huge 
pan, add 2 tablespoons of baking 
soda and 8 kilos sugar. Boll very 
very slowly for three hours on a 
very small flame, stirring from 
time to time. (I fold laundry or 
write letters, one must be near to 
stir and skim the skin off.) When 
the milk is reduced to about half, 
the stirring is very important. The 
result is a delicious milk paste. 

Chocolate Cream 

l kilo bar cooking chocolate, 7 blue 
hand, 2 cups water, l kilo sugar. 
Put all on low heat and stir until 
bubbling. Good for cake toppings 
and bread. 

Soya Rissoto 

Cook 3 cups soya in a pressure 
cooker until soft, about Vi an hour. 
Add three .tablespoons dried 
vegetable soup and 2 tablespoons 
dried onions, a dollop of tomato- 
paste and cook for 10 mins un- 
covered. Mix in 5 cups cooked rice. 
Oil a very large flying pan. add 
soya sauce, chopped onions, garlic,

a cup of cornmeal and mix in soya 
and rice. This is very filling and 
only needs a salad and fruit 
afterwards. 

Spaghetti sauce 

Mince 4 cups cooked soya, add 200 
grots tomato paste. 3 cups water, 
parsley, onions, garlic and 
rosemary. Return to open pressure 
cooker and boil 10 minutes. Pour 
over cooked spaghetti, add grated 
chccac, keep warm in oven, to melt 
cheese. 

Pasta cake 

Boil 500 grms noodles, rinse and 
dry. Mix in l pack raisins, a little 
cinnamon, j egg, l leben and 300 
grams sugar. Put In Pyrex. cover 
with a little margarine or sugar and 
cook. 

Bluffers fish cocktail 

Take a large fish (bakala) out at , 
freezer, put' In tray. Add water, ' 
pepper and margarine, cover with 
silver paper, stick it into the oven 
on 300°. Forty minutes later, take It 
out and separate fish from bones. 
Mush fish to a paste with tomato 
puree and brandy, sherry or left- 
over wine. For first course, add 
onions and dill cucumbers. For piz- 
za, add rosemary and oregano. 

I keep dough in my freezer and', 
make knishes out of any leftover* - 
such as potatoes, rice, beans, fish*-., 
meat. All make good snacks when,' 
the kids come home from school at 
different times.

Fm not suggesting either of these 
routes for you but 1 do see the pre- 
sent situation as a challenge and 
would like to offer these comments :

Hassneh profits of XL145m. 
increase of 145% over 1978

TEL AVIV. — Although 1979 was a 
highly problematic year in the in- 
surance field, the Hassneh group 
m a n aged to increase its net profits 
(after tax) by 145 per cent, from 
XLtKhn. In 1978 to ILl45m. in 1979, 
general manager Eytan Avneyon 
said yesterday. The group, In addi- 
tion to Hassneh, its largest com- 
pany, has holdings in seven other 
insurance conlpanles, as well as In 
two investment companies, and one 
computer service firm. 

The consolidated balance sheet of 
the group grew by. 97 per cent, from 
IL3.8b. in 1978 to IL7.5b. In 1979. 


-.Avneyon pointed out that 
“although 1979 was a difficult year 
for the industry," the Haaaneh 
group managed to grow faster than 
the average of the Industry, as a 
whole. Its life insurance premiums 
grew by 93 per cent, to stand at 
IL834m., while Its elementary 
premiums grew by 180 per cent, to 
stand at IL3,838a. 


In comparison, life Insurance 
premiums of the entire Industry 
grew by only 88 per cent, to stand' at 
HAJfo., and elementary insurance 
premiums grew by only 93.2 per 
cent, to stand at Hil4.3b. 

Hassneh has decided to pay a 15 
per cent dividend for 1879 and 45 per 
cent bonus shares. 

Avneyon, in discussing the In- 
dustry aa a whole and the Hassneh 
group in particular, noted that 1979 
had been a problematic year due to 


a variety of factors. Not only bad in- 
flation soared to ill per cent — 
"and the country has not yet learn- 
ed how to handle this problem and 
live with it." : 

The three-digit Inflation meant 
that wages and other costs rose 
tremendously, while the income of 
the Industry failed to keep pace. 
Moreover, burglaries had become 
an ever-worsening problem, as had 
traffic accidents. However, 
towards the end of the year, 
premiums for insurance against 
break-ins and for traffic accidents 
(damage to the car) had been In- 
creased, even if not sufficiently. 

Moreover, due to inflation there 
had been a high erosion at capital 
due to taxes on profits which were 
not true profits, but were con- 
sidered so by the Income tax 
authorities. 

Asked If Hassneh was planning to 
take out "insurance against kidnap- 
pings," he said this was "food for 
thought." He added, however, that 
such insurance was legally banned 
In many countries, since it left the 
insurance companies vulnerable to 
false claims while Increasing the in- 
cidence of kidnappings.

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After 13 years of steady growth — 

Is the electronics industry 
headed for a slowdown?

Tei Aviv. — The electronics in- 
dustry, which grew from an Infant 
to a vigorous youngster over the 
past 18 years, may- move Into a 
period of stagnation in the near 
' future. This Is one of the cautiously 
worded findings of a study just 
completed hy Dr. Aviam 
Hei decker, of National Consultants, 
which was ordered by Rnwk Leumi. 

The industry, it is noted, grew out 
of the French embargo on the ex- 
port of electronic equipment to the 
security forces, following the Six- 
Day War of 1967. . 

Most of Che know-how was ac- 
quired by licence from abroad, 
generally from the U.S. Since then 
the local companies have not only 
expanded their own know-how, but 
now even export their products 
abroad in an ever-increasing 
stream. 

"Nevertheless, to the best of our 
knowledge, no electronics company 
employing a hundred persons or 
more, has been set up since 1971,” 
the report says. It goes on to say 
that the failure of new large com- 
panies to enter the local field 
prepared the ground for a "future 
stagnation” in the field. 

Otherwise, the study says, the In- 
dustry composed of existing com- 
panies, will continue to grow, but 
not as rapidly as it has In the put." 
This is so although the companies 
are not only expor ti ng more and 
more, but also getting up their own 
sales and service organizations 
abroad. 

Thus, the study concludes, the 
problem is that a healthy industry, 
to remain healthy, has to grow or 
face ever stiffening competition 
abroad from countries whose In- 
dustries are continuing to grow. 

Nevertheless, despite these 
somewhat pessimistic predictions, 
the present situation is more «»■« 
satisfactory. 

If exports were fSm. (six per cent 
of all production) in 1968, they rose 


to 8150m. (85 per cent of all produc 
tlon) in 1076. In 1978, the last year 
for which complete figures are 
available, exports rose to 8200m. 
(or 40 per cent of all production). 

“No growth in the local market 
can be expected in the future," the 
survey notes, pointing out that all 
expansion must be export-oriented 
in a highly competitive field. This 
means pouring an ever-increasing 
amount of money for R & D into the 
firms. At present 12 to 13 per cent of 
turnover are devoted to research. 

Although about a hundred com 
- ponies in the country produce elec- 
tronic equipment or components, 
about 80 per cent of all production is 
in the hands of six big firms. 

These six are Tadlran, with sales 
of 112,000m. in 1977; Israel Avia- 
tiotn*- with sales of ILl ,800m.; the 
Elron group (Elblt and Elsclnt) 
ILBSOm.; Root Electric & Elec- 
tronics , IL380xn.; A. ELL., ILlSOm.; 
and Motorola, ILSSOm. 

Most of the large companies have 
considerable foreign owner ship 
components, generally by 
American companies. For exam- 
ple, Tadiran is held 50 per cent by 
an American company; Elblt, 87 
per cent; A.E.L., 37 p'er cent.; 
Motorola, 100 per cent. Many of the 
smaller companies are 100 per cent 
owned by American firms.

THE 9.S PER CENT Increase in the price index for May has 
taken no one by surprise. Psychologically, the public has 
become almost inured to a monthly rate of inflation that was 
regarded, not so many years ago, as disastrous on an annual 
basis. 

This almost fatalistic acceptance of inflation has itself 
become a major cause for its persistence, with the danger that it 
will escalate into hyperinflation — a state in which the process 
runs completely out of control. 

We have not yet quite reached that point. But that Is mainly 
because, over the years, we have developed a far-ranging 
system of indexation that nullifies many of the real effects of in- 
flation. 

Even that system can no longer function satisfactorily. Ex- 
pectations of rising rates of inflation cause people to hedge 
against it by pegging, the price of their goods, services and 
labour even higher. The process feeds on itself. More and more 
people, however, inevitably fall behind in the race. 

Economists are divided on whether to define the latest sprint 
of Inflation as demand-pulled or cost-pushed. That distinction 
might have significance with respect to the countermeasures 
that should be taken — if the government were able to adopt and ; 
implement them. But that, is where, the -government falters. 

In his struggle to cut government expenditure Finance 
Minister Hurvitz won a first round of apparent cuts in housing. 
Apparent, because the real level of construction will go on, and 
inflation will therefore remain unaffected even if that building 
activity is not financed through the budget. 

It still remains to be seen whether the unexpected support he 
has received from the appointment of Ariel Sharon (who said in 
the cabinet that the defence budget cap be cut by IS2.5b., and 
not only by IS1.5b., as demanded by Mr. Hurvitz) to head a 
ministerial committee that will decide on the. cuts, will help him 
persuade Mr. Begin. If he does not, eves the minor achievement 
of the IS 850m. lopped off the housing budget may be in jeopar- 
dy. 

There are few who disagree with Mr. Hurvitz’ demand for 
cuts in public expenditures, even if he has awakened to that 
need only very late. 

In addition to having pumped unprecedented amounts of cash 
into the economy between November 1979 and February 1980 — ■ 
an infusion that is at least partly responsible for the new peak in 
the price level in April mid May — Mr. Hurvitz is also con- 
fronted with a serious shortfall in tax revenue. The shortfall in 
April and May came to ISlb. Ibis was helped by a two-digit 
monthly inflation that makes it highly profitable to delay tax 
payments, let ’alone evade them altogether. 

There are no simple remedies for the situation. Frantic ad hoc 
measures are useless. What is needed, above all, is an economic 
plan. This Mr. Hurvitz does not have, and if he had it, it is doubt- 
ful whether he could still muster the political clout needed to 
make the government back him. 

More in desperation than out of design, Mr. Hurvitz has turn- 
ed upon wage earners to take the brunt pf the. inflation. He keeps 
reciting the findings of the Bank of Israel, that real wages rose 
by 4 per cent in 1979 while wage costs rose by 10 per cent. What 
Mr. Hurvitz does not admit is that he collected the difference — 
and spent it all, and mare. 

The Treasury’s director-general has in the meantime an- 
nounced that (nominal) wage increases will be countered by 
more inflation to erode them back to where they were. He has 
thereby made sure that wage demands will be pegged higher, 
that a wave of retroactive pay will hit the economy a few 
months hence, and that inflation will be driven up again. 

Hie blame needless to say, will again be placed upon the 
public at large. Mr. Hurvitz offered a hint of perorations to 
come when he characterized the public as a bunch of lunatics 
that had better come down from fiddling on the roof. With all 
due respect, Mr .Hurvitz should also look to his own fiddle. 


fPOSTSCR 


EIGHTY PER CENT of all 
mankind will live In Third World 
countries by the end of this century, 
according to a recent UN report. 

Rafael Salas, executive director 
of the UN Fund for Population Ac- 
tivities (UNFPA), said two billion 
people would be added to the 
world's population In the 1980s and 
1990s, almost as many as were add- 
ed between I960 and 1980. 

He said by the end of the century 
the population of the Third World 
would almost equal the 1950 global 
total. 

“Given these facts, there is no 
cause for complacency, even 
though we have entered a phase of 
declining, world fertility.’’ Salas 
said in Ids annual world population 
report. 

The countries and regions where 


the greatest population growth 
would occur were the poorest areas,, 
he said. 

“While the so-called population 
bomb may have been, defused, the 
aspiration bomb has not," he said. 
"Every one of the 120 million babies 
born each year is & bundle of 
aspirations and the drive to fulfil 
these will become the most dynamic 
and unpredictable force in world af- 
fairs in the years ahead. 

“And the explosion of aspirations 
in the last two decades and the next 
two is likely to become a tremen- 
dous problem In its Impact on 
limited resources, fragile 
ecosystems, on the struggle against 
mass poverty and on the world's 
political, economic and. social 
fabric." 


THE PROTECTION OF PRIVACY 


IN 1974, the then justice minister, 
Mr. Haim Zadok, appointed & com- 
mission, headed by Supreme Court 
Justice L Kahn, to study ways and 
means of protecting the ordinary 
citizen from invasion of Ids privacy- 
The commission submitted the 
results of their studies and their 
recommendations — in the form of 
a draft bill — to the minister in 1976. 
These recommendations wqre sent, 
inter alia, . to the editors of 
newspapers for their comments. 

Several meetings were held by 
them and their colleagues to dis- 
cuss the Implications of the propos- 
ed law. The matter was then shelv- 
ed by the editors, presumably in 
view of the Impending elections and 
•the subsequent change of govern- 
ment. 

But the matter was not shelved 
by the new justice minister, Mr. 
Shmuel Tamir, and bis staff of legal 
draftsmen. Several reminders were 
sent to the editors’ committee ask- 
ing for their comments on the 
proposed law before a bill was for- 
mally drafted and presented to the 
Knesset. 

The editors* committee apparent- 
ly had more important Issues to dis- 
cuss at the time and chose to ignore 
the reminders. Only when the draft 
bill — which contains the 
elements and principles of the Kahn 
Committees* recommendations — 
was published on May 5, prior to be- 
ing tabled in the Knesset, did the 
editors and their papers set up an 
outcry against it 

They were prompted, one Is 
tempted to allege, by the fact that 
they had had no time to read th* Mil 
properly and certainly had no time 
to read the comments on the 
original recommendations of the 
Kahn Commission which had been 
submitted to them by members of a 
special committee of journalists es- 
tablished in 1976 to consider and 
report on those recommendations. 

M' HF! MAIN atm of the Kahn Com- 
mission recommendations, and 
consequently of the draft bill itself, 
is to protect the rights of privacy of 
the ordinary citizen (and not of the 
government or Its representatives) 
which few will deny is very 
necessary In these days of almost 
unbridled licence to penetrate into 
the most confidential confines of 
people's private lives. 

But as always when the protec- 
tion of one particular right Is 


THE STONE-THROWING would 
start regular as clockwork, 3 p.m. 
every Sabbath. The government 
disapproved, the police were 
always there, at least to observe, 
but no one really thought worse 
would come of It. After all, the stone 
throwers were from the religious 
section of the community. 

And. when hard-line Orthodox 
religious leaders spoke out, and at- 
tacked the elected government for 
appearing the minority population 
who had never accepted the ex- 
istence of the State, there were 
many to disapprove, but few to 
worry, and none to act. 

No one thought that anything as 
abstract as the rule of law might be 
involved, or have practical conse- 
quences. The government was 
afraid to repress the growing pop- 
ular violence of tbe minority, and 
either unwilling or unable, to grant 
its demands. How could It, then, put 
down the violence of its own 
people? 

Besides, these were our people. 
They were proud of their govern- 
ment. They had democratically 
supported It for over a generation. 
Three times they had thoroughly 
beaten terrorist campaigns against 
the State. And they -were not 
violent. There were less than 12 
murders a year in the capital city. 
Surely ail this could not chang e? 

But it did change. And the city 
was not Jerusalem in 1979, .but 
Belfast in 1969. The religious leader 
was not Rabbi Meir Kahane or Rab- 
bi Moshe Le vinger, but tbe Rev. Ian 
Paisley. The stone-throwing oc- 
curred — not at Ramot, but at 
Belfast’s Unity Flats. The minority 
was not Palestinian Arab, but Irish 
Catholic. The democratically 
elected government was not based 
on the Knesset, but on' Ulster’s 
parliament, S to rm o nt, which had 
stood for 50 years. The terrorist 
organization which had been beaten 
bo often before was not the FLO, but 
the IRA, and the law-abiding city 
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sought, there Is a risk of trampling 
on some rival, and equally impor- 
tant, right 

In order to find a balance 
between the right to privacy, the 
media's right to collect and publish 
information, and the legitimate 
right of tbe competent authorities 
to' take certain actions for the 
protection of the. security and 
welfare of the public, the right to 
privacy has been hedged around 
with a plethora of exceptions and 
reservations, one or two of which 
could endanger its efficacy, as will 
be shown. 

Tbe draft bill, incidentally, bare- 
ly mentions such invasions of 
privacy as wire-tapping and con- 
cealed microphones, as a special 
bill is being drafted to deal ’with 
them: while the whole subject of 
unlawful use of computerized 
material is completely ignored for 
the same reason. 

“Invasion of privacy” Is defined 
as including, without being ex- 
haustive, spying on tbe activities of 
an individual, photographing a per- 
son In the privacy of his home 
without his permission, 
photographing a person in public 
circumstances which could be em- 
barrassing to him and publishing 
such photographs (or films) ; 
reading or publishing the contents 
of a letter without the permission of 
the sender or receiver of the letter: 
reading or using the contents of a 
document which la not intended for 
publication; unauthorized use of a 
person’s name or photograph for 
advertising or for political pur- 
poses; breach of secrecy and 
professional etiquette with respect 
to a person’s private affairs. 

AMONG THE DEFENCES against 
a charge of invasion of privacy — 
which may be brought either in the 
form of a civil action or a'crimlnal 
action — are the claims that the in- 
vasion was perpetrated in good 
faith for a legitimate private pur- 
pose, or that it was perpetrated dur- 
ing the pursuit of a lawful occupa- 
tion. 

This means, for example, that it 


would be a good defence to c laim 
that a private detective had been 
employed in order to get Informa- 
tion for divorce purposes, or for dis- 
covering whether employees have 
been moonlighting during their nor- 
mal working hours. The only reser- 
vation is that any information or 
photographs so obtained must be 
for private use only and not for 
publication. 

Another defence is that the inva- 
sion of privacy had been made in 
good faith and was justified on the 
grounds of public interest, while yet 
another is the claim that. In the sirs 
cumstances, tbe perpetrator of. the 
invasion of privacy had been in 
duty bound to do so. 

A blanket defence on the grounds 
of “privilege,” to that con- 

tained in the defamation law, is 
granted by tbe draft bill to in- 
vasions of privacy. This is one of 
the defences which can make an 
empty letter of the whole law. For 
included among those “privileged” 
publications are statements made 
in the Knesset. 

Now, it' Is a notorious fact that 
members of the Knesset can 
defame, with Impunity, their fellow 
members, public servants and or- 
dinary private citizens. If they do so 
within the confines of the Knesset 
(and even beyond those confines). 
They can also — and will continue 
to do so with impunity if the draft 
bill is not amended — reveal the 
most intimate details of anyone’s 
private life. 

And their revelations, made in 
Knesset debates, may also be 
published with impunity by the 
press, which will continue. to be 
similarly immune if the draft bill is 
allowed to pass in its present form. 

ANOTHER BLANKET exemption 
from responsibility for invading the 
privacy of the individual Is that 
granted to people performing acts 
which they are e m power e d by law 
to perform. This unrestricted 
freedom of action should at least be 
tempered with the proviso that the 
person committing the Invasion of 
privacy does so in good faith while 


performing his legal acts or that he 
should have done so in a reasonable 
manner. 

Interestingly, the requirement of 
“reasonableness” Is contained in 

the section of the draft bfli which 
exempts members ot the police and 
security forces from responsibility 
for tbe invasion ot privacy 
“reasonably” perpetrated in the 
course of performing their duties — 
for which we may be duly grateful. 

Instead of talcing to the 
barricades over these two short- 
comings in the draft bill (and any 
others which may be to tile detri- 
ment of tbe private citizen), tbe 
media have concentrated their 
criticism on two items of the bill 
which they believe constitute a 
threat to the freedom of the press. 

The first Is the prohibition 
against photographing a person In 
public in circumstances which 
might cause him embarrassment. 
The obvious purpose of this Item is 
to prevent the obnoxious practice of 
taking, and publishing, those 
revolting candid camera shots — a 
purpose which anyone with a 
modicum of good taste can but ap- 
plaud. Tbe media, however, have in- 
terpreted it as a restriction against 
the publication of photographs of 
public figures in embarrassing 
postures. However, the draft bill 
protects the interests of the media 
by proriding tbe defence of “public 
interest,” 

THAT DOES NOT— and should not 
— mean that just because a person 
serves in a public office he is fair 
game for the bloodhounds of the 
press. But it does mean that if there 
is & legitimate public Interest in 
publishing a photograph, the mere 
fact that the photograph might 
cause tbe person photographed con- 
siderable embarrassment should* 
not be a restricting factor. 

For example, it would be perfect- 
ly legitimate to publish a 
photograph of a member of tbe 
Knesset kicking a policeman: or it 
might be considered in the public 
interest (as demonstrating a 
revealing characteristic) to publish 


a photograph of a public fig* 
picking his nose at a pub ^ • 
ceremony, or of another pub 'T 4 
figure sleeping soundly through * 
succession of boring speeches. # 

However, it could most eertati • fl 
not be claimed to be in the public .Ml* 
terest If. for example^ a photogr»*l 
were published of a public flgt 
taking a sun-bath in tbe nude in t 
confines of bis private gardt 1 * 
Furthermore, since such ,i 
photograph would probably have t 
be taken with the use erf a tetescoj ‘ ^ 
tense it could hardly be claimed M i 
have been taken “in good faith,” i‘ 4 
tbe draft law requires, 

ANOTHER ITEM which has gre.‘ 
ly displeased the media is t 
prohibition against reading 
publishing the contents at a lettt 
or the contents of a document will 
is not Intended for publication. 

They fear that information whi 
the public is entitled to know woi 
thereby be prevented fre 
reaching them. But, once again, \ 
defence of “public interest” wot 
protect the press and, In ad 
tion, the prohibition agair 
publication of letters states i 
pressly that it applies only wh 
publication Is without the consent 
the sender or the receiver. 

As to documents whose publfr 
tion Is forbidden, there is — a 
has been tor years — a prohibit 
in the criminal code agaii 
publication of any secret ati 
documents, and this item ot l 
draft bill is not intended to apply 
any such publication. 

The only danger contained in il 
the freedom of the press m 
therefore arise when an edli 
publishes a letter marked "not . 
publication” — which is an obvto 
ly insignificant and trifling brea 
of that freedom. 

'it would be reasonable to a 
chide that the draft Mil provides : 
a good and necessary law, but tl 
It requires one serious adjuBtmr 
— that of removing the immunity 
Knesset members — and sot 
minor adjustments.

with the low crime-rate was not 
Jerusalem, but Belfast. 

.THE PARALLELS with Israel’s 
West Bank crisis today should be 
clear. Tbe Ulster leaders of a 
decade ago failed to learn the 
lessons. 

As a result, within three years, 
that democratically elected govern- 
ment had ceased to exist. Troops of 
a peacekeeping army from across 
the seas patrolled the streets of tbe 
capital city. Real power in the ma- 
jority community had passed into 
the hands of paramilitary 
organizations who ran their local 
areas tike mafioso baronies. The 
religious-nationalist hard-men who 
had once preached expulsion of the 
minority were now the real power 
In the state. 

It is too easy to say it could never 
happen in Israel. It seemed much 
more unlikely in Ulster. Ulster 
democracy had flourished for 48 
years; Israel’s has existed only S2 
years. Ulster had beaten back full- 
scale terrorist campaigns, by the 
IRA in tbe past. Israel, while 
repeatedly defeating the FLO, has 
never smashed them as decisively. 

THE ULSTER TROUBLES came 
at the end of a decade of un- 
paralleled material growth and 
prosperity for both communities In 
the province. The same could hard- 
ly now be said of Israel. Tbe majori- 
ty Protestant community of 
Northern Ireland had no tradition 
of civil strife within itself, or of ran- 
dom terror, for half a century. 
Israel can still look back to the ran- 
dom bombings of Irgun and Lehi in 
the pre-State period, and to the 
bloodshed of the Altalena Incident. 

In 1948, however, the Tishuv had 
what Ulster lacked in 1969 and what 
Israel may lack today — Ben- 
Gurion — a leader both willing and 
able to Impose the law on foe and 
supposed friend alike.

Ulster in 1963 faced the same kind 
of internal threat that Israel faces 
today — an external enemy, a 
terrorist organization ideologically 
committed to destroying the State. 
There was, again, a minority of 
some one-third of the total popula- 
tion which, by nature, identified 
with this organization, and had no 
love for the ruling majority. 
However, the underground 
organization was also widely dis- 
trusted by its own people for its 
ruthlessness, its violence, the dis- 
aster it might bring upon them. 

Thus. too. did many Palestinian 
Arabs, however much they hated 
the State of Israel, look upon the 
PLO for the first decade of their oc- 
cupation after 1967. 

AS IN Judea and Samaria, the bold 
of the majority Unionist govern- 
ment in Ulster began to weaken. 
The minority became frustrated at 
its lack of political progress, and in- 
creasingly tilted towards the ex- 
tremists. The ruling government 
was afraid of change, and tem- 
porized with half measures. As 
Winston Churchill put it, ironically 
referring to the last years, of 
Britain’s Palestine Mandate, they 
would neither “govern (ruthlessly) 
nor get out.” And -there comes a 
point anyway when, except for 
Hitlers or Stalins, it Is impossible to 
govern sufficiently ruthlessly. 

The Unionist Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland in 1989, Captain 
Terence O’Neill, was rema r ka b ly 
similar in his position to Ezer Weir- 
man. Leader of a hardline party, he 
was respected by the minority for; 
sincerely trying to understand their 
position and to work with them. 

Like Weizman, he was isolated in 
bis own party and cabinet. Like 
Weizman, there were the hungry 
eyes of rivals on his job. Like Weiz- 
man, he had to resign at a time of 
growing unrest. And like Weizman. 
too. In the very week. he resigned, in 


July 1969, reports surfaced of para- 
military extremists becoming ac- 
tive on his own Bide. 

Tbe Protestant terror bombs 
blew up Belfast's water pipelines, 
causing shortages in tbe best of 
summer, where tbe (presumed) 
.Jewish terror bombs actually blew 
up minority leaders. 

Within weeks of the fall of O'Neill 
increasing Catholic militant 
protests on the streets of Derry, 
Ulster's second — and 
predominantly Catholic — city es- 
calated into virtual insurrection, 
causing heavy police casualties. 
The rioting sparked off sym- 
pathetic riots in Belfast, and here 
the Protestant majority reacted. 

. MORE THAN a dozen people died 
and hundreds were injured. Whole 
streets of houses were burnt down 
and — for the minority at least — 
acceptance of the lawful govern- 
ment was dead. Over file next two
